When  the  1989  Belmont  Abbey  soccer  team  began  the 
season  with  the  intention  of  recording  a  winning  season, 
they  meant  business.  The  result?  The  most  successful  sea- 
son in  the  history  of  the  College  with  a  number  of  "firsts" 
and  honors  and  awards  along  the  way. 

The  Abbey  team,  under  the  leadership  of  five-year  coach 
Robbie  Church,  finished  with  a  record  of  20-4  and  began 
post  season  play  by  winning  their  first  VIII  Championship  in 
Philadelphia  by  defeating  Holy  Family  5-1  in  the  semi-finals 
and  the  NAIA  National  Champions,  West  Virginia  Wesleyan, 
4-0  in  the  Area  Finals.  Belmont  Abbey  became  the  first  team 
from  North  Carolina  in  the  last  fifteen  years  to  advance  to 
the  NAIA  National  Soccer  Tournament  held  in  Las  Cruces, 
New  Mexico. 

It  was  a  season  marked  with  highlights.  The  Abbey 
opened  the  season  with  a  hard  fought  2-1  victory  over 
Division  One  rival  Davidson  College.  The  soccer  team  then 
took  to  the  road  for  their  Florida  Trip.  Their  first  game, 
against  the  College  of  Boca  Raton,  was  a  hard  physically 
fought  match.  But  it  would  be  1 1  games  later  before  the 
Crusaders  would  taste  defeat  again.  During  the  eleven  game 
winning  streak,  the  Crusaders  would  defeat  Barry  Universi- 
ty, Carolinas  Conference  rival  High  Point  College  in  over- 
time, and  record  a  come  from  behind  win  against  District  26 
rival  Catawba  in  overtime. 

The  Crusaders  finished  the  regular  season  with  a  record 
14-2,  Carolinas  Conference  record  of  6-0,  and  District  26 
record  of  13-0. 

For  all  of  the  team's  hard  work,  dedication  and  tireless 
efforts,  they  were  lavishly  rewarded  with  almost  every 
award  imaginable.  The  Abbey  received  every  award  in  the 
Carolinas  Conference  and  District  26;  All-District;  All-Caroli- 
nas  Conference;  Ail-American;  and  All-South.  Coach  Church 
tallied  a  total  of  five  coach  of  the  year  honors  including  the 
National  Soccer  Coaches  Association  of  America  National
